Asa 
member of the Village Light Opera Group, she has appeared in “The 
Gondoliers,”’ ‘Yeoman of the Guard,” ‘‘La Belle Helene” and ‘‘The Merry 
Widow.” Mardi isa soloist at the Hollis Unitarian Church, a mother of two and 
presently a Special Education Consultant for the Valley Stream Public 
Schools. This is her third production with the Port Singers, having been 
featured in both ‘My Fair Lady’ and “‘Carousel.’’ She is well-remembered 
as the sultry Mrs. Mullins, owner of the Carousel, and playing the comedic 
role of Agnes Gooch gives us a chance to view the broad range of her ability. 


MICHAEL CANESTRARO (Ito) Michael has an Associates Degree in Theatre 
Arts from Nassau Community College. At Nassau he appeared in numerous 
presentations including three originakcabaret musicals as well as ‘‘Dames At 
Sea,” “Cabaret,” ‘‘A Day In Hollywood/A Night In The Ukraine,” and most 
recently ‘Jesus Christ, Superstar.’ Mike is currently working on his BFA in 
Drama at Hofstra University where he appeared in “Once Upon A Mattress.” 
He has studied dance since the age of four and has worked with several 
Broadway choreographers. Mike currently studies voice with Agatha 
Mannotto. 


EV HICKS (Dwight Babcock) Ev joined the choir of The Community 
Reformed Church in Manhasset at the tender age of 14 and still sings there 
bass soloist. As a member of the Manhasset Bay/Nassau Lyric Opera 
Company he performed in over fifteen productions, including featured roles 
in “The Merry Widow,” and ‘The Ballad of Baby Doe.’’ Ev’s numerous 
appearances in Port Singers Productions (in addition to his years of service as 
Treasurer and as this year’s President) include memorable roles in ‘The 
Boys From Syracuse,” “The Pajama Game,” “Fanny” and Big Daddy in 
“Sweet Charity.”

Street School, Dan has already garnered an impressive list of credits in 
musical theatre. Most recently, he appeared in the title role of ‘Oliver’ and 
last year played Kurt in “The Sound of Music” at Schreiber High School. Dan 
enjoys baseball and is a Boy Scout in Troop 241. 


JANE MURPHY (Mame) Jane’s musical career has spanned many 
continents, and includes credits in previous Port Singers productions of 
“Most Happy Fella’ (Rosabella), “‘Where’s Charley” (Amy), and the title role 
in “The Merry Widow.” During subsequent years she developed:a following 
for her classical and popular concerts from Long Island to South America. A 
talented composer, she has developed a full repertoire of children’s music, 
collected in her new album “Songs For You and Me.” Adding to her list of 
accomplishments, Jane is also a performer of Irish songs for gatherings 
throughout New York State. She resides in Port Washington with her 
husband, Charles, and her two children, Thomas and Cecile. The Port Singers 
welcome her back as their vibrant leading lady. 


TONI PLINGOS (Vera Charles) This is Toni’s third appearance with Port 
Singers, having previously appeared as Mae in ‘‘Pajama Game” and Mrs. 
Shinn in ‘‘The Music Man.” Her other credits include “My Fair Lady," ‘Kiss 
Me Kate,” and most recently, ‘Guys and Dolls,”” where she captured her 
audience with her portrayal of Adelaide. Toni’s career spans twenty-five 
years of stage experience with performing groups in Queens, Manhattan and 
on Long Island. Fluent in both Spanish and French, she has taught language 
in various school systems across the Island. Currently a sales representative 
for the Xerox Corporation, she lives in Port Washington with her son, Jordan. 


PAM MEADOWS (Director) Pamis probably best known in Port Washington 
as the co-founder and director of Play Troupe’s Teen Summer Theatre. A 
Citizen of the Year recipient for her work in community theater (1977), Pam 
holds a B.A. in Communication Arts and Sciences from Queens College and 
an M.A. in Speech Arts and Educational Theatre from Adelphi University, 
where she has been a member of the faculty. A professional playwright anda 
member of the Dramatist’s Guild, she has, among other projects, at the 
request of the BBC in Great Britain prepared a teleplay of ‘‘Rumplestilskin” 
for National broadcast. Currently, her most recent play, ‘Forever A Child,” is 
in workshop stages off-off Broadway at the Baldwin Theater in Manhattan. 
In her first directing turn with Port Singers, Pam joins her husband, Ron, and 
son, Christopher, to make “Mame” a show for the whole family. 


PHIL GLOVER (Musical Director) This is Phil's first year with Port Singers, 
and he was largely responsible for the rave reviews of our audience as 
“Messiah” enthralled and moved them this past December. A graduate of 
New York’s prestigious High School of Music and Art and of Crane School of 
Music in Potsdam, he holds a M.S. in Music Education from Hartt College of 
Music (University of Hartford). A specialist in vocal technique and choral 
music, he has been a member of the music faculty in Port Washington for 17 
years. Phil has been vocal coach and musical director for several teen 
summer theatre productions, as well as numerous student concerts and 
musicals. The Choir Director at the United Methodist Church in Westbury, he 
has also served as Choir Director and Organist for many other congregations 
in the metropolitan area. Phil and his wife Jeanette live in Westbury. 


DONNA BLANKMAN (Choreographer) has a long association with the Port 
Singers. She not only choreographed ‘Most Happy Fella,”’ “Annie Get Your 
Gun,” "Kismet," ‘Sweet Charity,” “Show Boat,” and ‘‘Music Man,” but she 
has also had dancing and singing roles in “Hello Dolly” and ‘Sweet Charity.” 
Earlier in her career, Mrs. Blankman toured the U.S. witha national company 
and has appeared in numerous roles in Broadway as well as Off-Broadway 
and summer stock productions.
